ATTENDANCE. 


The whole number of children in town, between the 
ages of 9 and 15, as returned by the Selectmen is 93, 
49 males and 44 females. 

The whole number of scholars who have attended our 
schools the past year is 94, of which number 3 are less 
than 5, and 16 are more than 15. 

ii ng of no person in town between the ages of 14 
and 21 who cannot read or write. 
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NORTH SCHOOL. 


‘The school during the year was in charge of Miss M. 
Edna Kimball of Kingston. 

Miss Kimball was well qualified for the position. 
She won and retained the love of her pupils, awakened 
an interest in the studies, and: was successful in impart- 
ing knowledge and maintaining order. ‘The scholars 
were prompt in answering questions, and respectful in 
demeanor. ‘The closing exercises evinced satisfactory 
improvement. The recitations and dialogues were well 
rendered, the singing was excellent. No visit was made 
during the winter term. ‘The committee failed to receive 
notice of its opening and closing. 


CORNER SCHOOL. 

Carrie L. Dow of South Hampton was employed for 
the year. 

Miss Dow in taking charge of this school brought to 
her work an experience gained from several years suc- 
cessful teaching.” Firm and energetic in manner, gentle 
and refined in speech, she conducted the routine of the 
school-room with ease and precision. During the sum- 
mer and fall the school was distinguished for its efficient 
government and correct deportment. The scholars were 
interested and industrious, mutual good feeling existed 
and much advancement was made. lLaboring no less 
faithfully, the efforts of the teacher were partially lost, 
and the progress of the winter term retarded by a few of 
the parents upholding their children in violation of a rea- 
sonable requirement of the committee.  ‘L'his resistance 
demoralized the school, weakened its government and 
destroyed its usefulness. Some of the scholars were 
idle and disorderly, but little improvement was made. 


FALLS SCHOOL. 
The three terms were taught by Ida L French of 
East Kingston. 


¢ 
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It was her second year in the school. The progress 
was commendable considering the irregular attendance 
of many of the scholars. Miss French was interested in 
her work, careful in her instruction and conscientious in 
the discharge of her duty. Some of the children were 
not as respectful as they should have been. Probably 
a more rigorous discipline. might have been beneficial to 
the school. A degree of thoroughness, worthy of emu- 
lation, was noticeable in the several studies at the close 
of the year. 


POUND SCHOOL. 


The summer term was taught by Winnifred M. 
Brown of Hampton Falls. ) 

Miss Brown was a teacher of some experience, pos- 
sessing many of the qualifications requisite for the man- 
agement of a school. She was successful in establish- 
ing and maintaining a vigorous discipline. Her schol- 
ars were obedient and orderly. Shy understood the 
studies pursued, but lacked, in some measure, the free 
and easy communication necessary in imparting knowl- 
edge to others. The attendance was regular and fair 
progress was made. 

‘The services of Clara EK. Philbrick of Hampton, an 
experienced and accomplished teacher, were secured for 
the fall and winter terms. Possessing fine literary quali- 
fications with an aptness in imparting instruction and a 
happy faculty of illustration, Miss Philbrick interested 
and encouraged her pupils in a love of their work, caus- 
ing them to advance rapidly and thoroughly. Frank 
and engaging in manner, solicitous forthe comfort and 
pleasure of others, she won the love of her scholars and 
esteem of her associates. The continuation of the win- 
ter term, in a private school, under her instruction, was 
no less pleasant and profitable.

If general satisfaction has 
not been given, and some of the scholars have not made 
the proficiency that was expected it should be attribut- 
ed to something else rather than to the prominent and 
radical defects of the teachers.
